isopropanol, isopropanol, butanol, isobutanol, and tertiary butanol; 
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from about 0.1 to about 5 weight percent of a carbomer thickening agent; 

and 

from about 0.0001 to about 0.2 weight percent sodium hydroxide to 
neutralize the thickening agent, wherein the composition is not a mousse, has a 
density of at least 0.8 g/ml, and has a viscosity of from about 1,000 to about 
65,000 centipoise at 70 degrees Fahrenheit.
